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For the past few years, on and ofF, I hove worked on the material 
contained in this compilation. Half-hours were spent in tracking down 
some item that Is recorded simply in the words, "Same Play As 

Dozens and dozens of books were consulted in the preparation of 
this Bibliography— Burns Mantle's Yearbooks; The Stage Year Books (an 
English Publication); The Dramatic index,- The Cumulative Book Index 
and many, many more. This Is not related here with any Intent of 
"patting myself on the back". I merely wish to point out the vast 
amount of work that was necessary. Yet, it never became wearisome; 
never, a task. 

As far back as memory can carry me, I have been a theatre enthu- 
siast. It did not matter whether the play was by Odets, O'Neill or 
O'Strindberg— I swallowed them all voraciously. 

This Bibliography is, in a small way, repayment for those endlessly 
fascinating, marvelous, never-to-be-forgotten hours. It is but natural 
that the American Drama should be the first to receive my attention. 
The dramatic literatures of other countries will, I hope, follow. 

* * * 

With but few exceptions I have included in this Bibliography only 
those authors who have had at least three full-length plays produced 
on Broadway. Under the authors chosen, I have listed every play (full- 
length or one-acter) and every ascertainable edition and reprint thereof. 

A special feature which should be noted is the listing of scripts in 
the New York Public Library. Many of these scripts contain manu- 
script notes and corrections which are very useful in the reading and 
study of these plays. (I have mode no attempt to check upon the 
dotes appended to these scripts.) 

I hove consistently listed all plays that are condensed by Mantle in 
his Yearbooks. This will be helpful to those people who haven't the 
time or the patience to read the play in full. 

There are other features to be found in this volume, but I will let 
the reader discover some of these for himself.
